1*  The  social  conditions  of  the  district  are  those  of  a purely  rural 

area,  the  inhabitants  of  which  are  engaged  chiefly  in  agriculture.  No  extensive 
changes  have  taken  place  during  the  last  two  years,  and  one  new  industry  has 
been  establised. 

2.  Vital  Statistics. 

For  the  purpose  of  calculating  both  birth  and  death  rates  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population  for  Mid  1947  has  been 
adopted.  This  is  10,460. 

For  the  whole  of  the  district  there  wfi**204  births  registered  (100 
males,  104  females)  as  compared  with  188  in  1946  and  166  in  1945  the  birth  rate 
being  18.30  as  compared  with  18.13  in  1946  and  17*9  in  1945# 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  district  were  127  (73  males 
34  females)  as  compared  with  121  in  1946  and  137  in  1945,  the  rate  being  12,30 
as  compared  vlth  11.36  in  1946  and  14*83  in  1945®

Table  "B”  annexed  gives  particulars  relating  to  the  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  deaths  from  that  disease. 

if.  Causes  of  Sickness. 

The  Chief  causes  were  CGarlet  Fever  15  cases,  Diphtheria  Nil.  Pneumonia 
1*.  cases,  V, hooping  Cough  20  cases,  thicken  pQ*:  qq  cases,  Puerpural  Pyrexia 
3 cases,  Erysipelas  4 cases.  In  all  except  one  or  two  instances 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
and  all  premises  were  disinfected.  There  were  2 cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Immunisation  Scheme. 

Immunisation  of  children  in  the  district  continues  to  make  satisfactory  progress. 
During  the  year  112  of  the  children  under  5 years  of  age  were  successfully 
immunised  and  between  5 and  15  years  of  age  the  figure  was

5»  Hospitals  and  Other  Institutions. 

Available  for  the  District. 


There  are  five  midwives  practising  in  the  district,  but  none  of  these  are 
employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

There  are  sis  Clinics  for  Child  Welfare  in  the  district  but  no  treatment 
centres. 


Hospitals . 

For  Tuberculosis  cases  the  North  Riding  Sanatorium  at  Poirfields,  York, 
Aysgarth  and  Bedale  (outside  the  district)  are  available. 

No  hospitals  are  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  for 
Maternity  or  Child  Welfare. 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  to  give  assistance  to  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  area  when  called  upon  to  treat  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Hospital  accommodation  and  Specialists  are  provided  for  these  cases  when 
required. 

Arrangements  have  been  me.de  ■with  the  Middlesbrough  Borough  Council  for  the 
reception  of  Smallpox  cases. 

For  Fever  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for  such  as  are  necessary  to  be 
removed  to  the  York  Fever  Hospital  (outside  the  district).  These  cases  ere 
moved  in  the  Hospital  Ambulance, 

An  Ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  to  remove  all  accidents. 

There  is  no  Institutional  Prevision  for  unmarried  mothers,  or  illegitimate 
infants  or  homeless  children  in  the  district.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area,, 

Water  Supply,  The  breakdown  of  the  Booster  Pump  at  Coxwold  caused  a 
shortage  oi  water  m some  of  the  higher  parts  of  the  area  and  for  severed, 
weeks  considerable  inconvenience  was  experienced  in  Easingwold  (25%  of 
the  population  supplied)  where  the  water  was  cut  off  seventy  eight  hours 
each  week#  The  shortage  was  also  felt  to  a lesser  degree  in  a number  of 
the  villages. 

As  a constituent  member  of  the  Bye  chile  Joint  Water  Board  we  propose  to 
purchase  water  in  bulk  to  augment  the  existing  supply  and  also  to  lay 
additional  mains  serving  8 parishes  which  have  either  no  piped  water  supply 
or  an  insufficient  one.  We  have  been  preparing  and  negotiating  for  the 
scheme  for  some  years  now  and  are  practically  at  the  stage  when  tenders 
can  be  invited  for  carrying  out  the  work.  The  capital  cost  is  estimated 
at  approximately  £60,000. 

The  quality  ox  the  water  supplied  is  satlsfactozy.  Bacteriological 
examinations  are  carried  out  frequently  and  regularly.  In  four  cases  samples 
of  untreated  water  were  reported  to  be  bus  at i s f ac t ory  and  in  twenty  seven 
cases  satisfactory. 

The  new  water  sterilization  plants  were  put  into  operation  in  July,  1947 
and  have  continued  to  work  satisfactorily.  All  seven  samples  of  treated 
water  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  Thw  water  supplied  is  not  liable 
to  have  a plumbo—solvent  action  on  the  pipes.  No  chcmice.1  analyses  were 
made#  0f  approximately  2000  houses  supplied  from  the  mains , about  100  only 
have  their  supply  by  means  of  stmpipes. 

9,  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A small  extension  of  the  sewer  has  been  carried  out  at  Carlton  Husthwaite 
to  abate  a nuisance  in  an  outfall  ditch  near  the  village.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  yards  of  91'  sewer  at  Sutton  have  been  relamd.  Several  obstructions 
have  been  removed,.  The  erection  of  houses  at  Shipton  where  no  sewage 
disposal  plant  exists  is  creating  a serious  nuisance  in  the  outfall  ditch. 

The  sewage  works  scheme  agreed  upon  is  urgently  required. 

The  erection  of  houses  in  the  other  villages  makes  the  provision  of 
sewage  plants  and  sewerage  schemes  more  urgent. 

Bivens  and  Streams.  With  the  increase  pf  the  water  carriage  system  of  soil 
drainage  in  existing  and  newly  erected  houses, ditches  and  streams  generally 
are  becoming  more  offensive, 

11.  Public  Cleansing. 

(l)  The  partial  system  of  scavenging  which  covers  the  whole  area  outside 
Easingwold,  there  a full  scheme  is  carried  out,  and  which  provides  for 
a collection  (once  in  six  weeks  for  the  siss  summer  months  and  eveiy 
twelve  weeks . during  the  winter  months)  is  giving  general  satisfaction. 

This  collection  does  not  provide  for  the  collection  of  ashes,  night soil, 
dust  and  sweejjings. 

(a)  The  method  of  collection  of  dry  refuse. 

This  is  collected  by  direct  laoour  ( haulage  hired)  where  scavenging 
is  undertaken. 
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(b)  The  method  of  collection  from  earth  closets. 

By  contract  in  Easingwold  where  complete  system  of  scavenging  is  undertaker 

(c)  The  method  of  disposing  of  house  refuse.  By  tipping. 

(d)  The  method  of  disposing  of  refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies. 

Ploughed  into  agricultural  land. 

(e)  The  method  of  cleansing  cesspools.  Not  undertaken. 

Several  villages  have  ccervenient  tips  for  waste.  A separate  scheme  for 
the  collection  of  salvage  is  in  operation  which  covers  the  whole  of 
the  district.

Owing  to  labour  difficulties  and  shortage  of  essential  building  materials,  only 
9 houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

In  addition  40  houses  for  erection  by  Private  Enterprise  were  permitted  under 
Licence. 

A rough  analysis  of  housing  demands  shews  approximately  10%  of  the  population 
require  housing  accommodation. 

An  estate  development  scheme  at  Easingwold  including  roads,  sewers  and  water  mains, 
v/hich  commenced  in  1946  and  will  ultimately  serve  approximately  150  houses,  was 
advanced  to  7 5%  complete  during  the  year.

A number  of  registered  cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk  ( wholesale  and  retail) 
have  been  inspected  with  regard  to  cattle  and  persons  employed,  cleansing, 
lighting,  ventilation  and  drainage.

All  animals  for  sale 
for  human  consumption  are  slaughtered  in  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughterhouse 
where  all  meat  is  inspected.

198  visits  have  been  made  and  v/hat  has  been  found  diseased  or  unsound  is 
condemned  and  salvaged,.

The  several  bakehouses  and  fried  fish  shops  in  the  district  have  been 
systematically  visited,  elating  to  the  storage  and  distribution  of  food® 
All  these  have  been  found  satisfactory  and  no  complaints  have  been  received,.
